JURY. SELECTION 
BEGINS FOR DALE. 


BATEMAN TRAL 


Accused of Trying to 
Extort $1,030,000 on 
Joppa Project.

Selection of a jury to try Evan 
R. Dale and James Bateman, 


on charges of attempting to 
extort $1,030,000 from a con- 
tractor building the $160,000,000 
atomic energy facility at Joppa, 
III., began today in the court of 
United States District Judge 
Fred L. Wham at East St. Louis. 

Motions requesting an indefi- 
nite postponement of the trial 
were overruled by Judge Wham 
following a 45-minute hearing 
in his private chambers. Then 
the judge outlined the case to a: 
panel of 60 prospective jurors. 

The defendants are charged 
under the Federal anti-racket- 
eering statute. Dale, who lives 
in Carbondale, is a powerful fig- 
ure in the hod carriers and con- 
struction laborers’ union. Bate- 
man is business agent for a 
Murphysboro local of the pipe- 
fitters’ union. 


Government Attorneys. 
‘ Directing the case for the 
Government was Assistant 
United States Attorney Edward 
G. Maag, a young lawyer ap- 
pointed about a year ago to con- 
duct the labor racket investiga- 
tion at East St. Louis. With him 
at the counsel table were United 


States Attorney Clifford Raemer 


and Ben Brooks, a special assist- 
ant attorney general assigned 
from the Department of Justice 
criminal division. 

Dale was represented by John 
J. Hoban, East St. Louis lawyer, 
and Bateman by John M. Karns, 
also of East St. Louis. The 
courtroom was packed as the 
trial began. 

Dale and Bateman are charged 
in the first count of a three- 
count indictment with conspiring 
to obstruct and delay interstate 
commerce by demanding pay- 
ment of the $1,030,000 in ex- 
change for industrial peace at 
the Joppa power plant. 

The second count alleges an

Makeup of Conference. 


Gathered about a hollow-cen- 
tered roundtable in the White 
Marble Hall of the Spiridonovka 
palace were representatives of 
seven Communist-ruled east Eu- 
ropean states, delegations from 
six constituent republics of the 
Soviet Union and Chinese Com- 
munist observers.

told the delegates that “in the 
present situation the peace-lov- 
ing (Communist) countries could 
not confine themselves to those 


taking to safeguard the peace 
and their security” and there- 
fore decided to go ahead with

The talks, which opened un-

the West proceeds with ratifica- 
tion of the Paris agreements. 
Soviet organs emphasized the na- 
tions represented intended to 
take immediate measures’ to as- 
sure their own security. 


Other Aims. 


This conference is also ex- 
pected to try to devise methods 
for preventing ratification of 
the Paris accords. 


Molotov sat at the head of the 
table flanked by his deputy for- 
eign ministers, Valerian A. 
Zorin and Andrei A. Gromyko. 
East Germany’s Otto Grotewohl 
and Walther Ulbricht sat on 
Molotov's right. The Chinese 
observers were at the opposite 
end of the table. 

Other countries represented 
were Albania, Bulgaria, Czecho- 
slovakia, Hungary, Poland, Ro- 
mania and the Soviet republics 
of Latvia, Lithuania, Estonia, 
the Ukraine, White Russia and 
the Russian Federated Republic. 

Newsmen were admitted to the 
room to take a look at the dele- 
gates in their places, but had 
to leave before the proceedings 
began. The Soviet Foreign Min- 
istry promised them briefings.

With the British serving as in- 
termediaries, the Chinese Com- 
munists yesterday rejected an 
American note protesting against 
the imprisonment of 11 captured 
airmen and two United States 
Army civilian employes on spy 
charges. The State Department 
called the charges “baseless.” 


The British Government, re- 
porting the Chinese returned 
the United States note as “unac- 
ceptable,” said the Reds insisted 
the evidence against the 13 
Americans was incontestable. 


The British acted as go-be- 
tweens because this country does 
not recognize the Red Chinese 
regime and maintains no direct 
diplomatic contact with Peiping. 

Next Move Up to US. 


The Chinese reaction to the 
United States protest. though 
not unexpected, left the next 
move up to the United States 
Government.

A leading St. Louis attorney is 
involved in many instances of 
taxpayers whose cases were 
taken up and later dropped 
without prosecution in 1951 and 
before, when James P. Finne- 
gan was Collector of Internal 
Revenue. Some cases date back 
to the term of the late Robert 
E. Hannegan, Finnegan's prede- 
cessor in the collector's office. 

Finnegan Now in Prison. 

Finnegan is serving a two- 
year term in the federal peni- 
tentiary at Terre Haute, Ind.

Many Looked Into Before. 

The statute of limitations for 
criminal prosecution under in- 
come tax laws is six years. Many 
of the matters now reopened 
were investigated prior to the 
cleanup brought on by scandals 
in 1951 and 1952, which resulted 
in 60 convictions and a reorgan- 
ization of the revenue service. 

Some of the St. Louis cases 
dropped short of the indictment 
stage were “crying out loud” 
for further investigation, a per- 
son close to the official devel- 
opments asserted. 

One of the main witnesses 
scheduled to testify at Omaha 
today is Frank W. Lohn, who 
was reported to have resigned 
but who would neither confirm 
nor deny the report. He re- 
fused to say anything about the 
case or his part in it. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter rang 
the doorbell at Lohn’s home in 
Omaha last night. Lohn ap- 
peared to be nervous, again re- 
fusing to talk, as he had refused 
when asked earlier by telephone. 
Asked if he had been called as 
a witness, he said simply: 
“You'll see me if I show up.”

Wilson Indicates De- 
cline Is Over — In- 
crease Likely to Give 
Lift to Business,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20-—Sec- 
retary of Defense Charles E. 
Wilson today gave strong evi- 
dence that the long decline in 
defense spending will soon be 
at an end. 

He was quoted as saying that 
the Defense Department will 
ask for “something like 35 billion 
dollars” in new appropriations 
for the next fiscal year, a sharp 
increase over the $28,800,000,- 
000 appropriated this year. Such 
an increase would mean that 
actual spending will level off 
around the middle of next year 
at an annual rate of well over 
30 billions. 

Wilson's disclosures about the 
general size of the new defense 
appropriations came in an in- 
terview with Fortune magazine, 
published today. 

There had previously been 


persistent indications that the 
new appropriations portion of 
the next defense budget would 
be considerably larger than the 
last one, with most of the in- 
crease going to the Air Force. 
The implications for defense 
spending are about as follows: 
There is no direct connection 
between appropriations in any 
one year and spending in that 
year. Half or more of defense 
spending results from appropri- 
ations of prior years. 

The sharp reduction in ap- 
ropriations for the current 
iscal year didn't necessarily 
mean that spending would ulti- 
mately decline to less than 30 
billion dollars, but actually re- 
flected the fact that there was 
a large volume of unused (in the 
sense of unobligated as well as 
unspent) appropriations from 
prior years. 

But this backlog of uncom- 
mitted funds is rapidly being 
used up. More new funds are 
necessary. Meanwhile, the rate 
of spending has been steadily 
declining, so that by the end 
of this fiscal year, it will be at 
an annual rate of a shade less 
than 35 billions. 

Wilson’s 35 billion dollars of 
new appropriations, however, 
will guarantee that the decline 
cannot continue much below 
that level. With “all the water 
squeezed out” by past cutbacks 
in appropriations, the new fig- 
ure indicates strongly that ac- 
tual spending will level off at 
around the 35 billion dollar point 
—certainly well over 30 billions, 
The implications for the econ- 
omy are obvious. The steep de- 
cline in defense spending has 
been the single most important 
factor in preventing an improve- 
ment in business this year, It

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29 — 
House investigators charged to- 
day that a Reading (Pa.) insur- 
ance company and one of its 
agents split $34,534 in group 
insurance dividends and refunds 
that ordinarily would have gone 
to members of two Atlantic City 
unions, 


The agent, Eearl Liever of 
Los Altos, Calif., also received 
$11,969 under a profit-sharing 
agreement on group insurance 
purchased by an AFL. team- 
ster’s union in Reading, investi. 
gators told a House Labor sub- 
committee, | 

In testimony before the gub- 
committee, Liever defended the 
two profit-sharing agreements, 
made with American Casualty. 
Insurance Co. of Reading. He 
said the agreements protected 

him against loss in the “infant” 
field of group insurance. 

Hearings on Union Funds. 

The subcommittee, headed by 
-Representative Samuel K. Me- 
Connell Jr. (Rep.), Pennsylvania, 
opened hearings today on union 
health, welfare and benefit funds, 
following reports that some 
‘funds have been mismanaged. 

Russell C. Derrickson, chief 
‘investigator for the House group, 
said American Casualty wrote 
health and accident policies in 
1948 and 1949 for Local 508, 
AFL Hotel and Restaurant Em- 
ployes’ Union and Local 491, 
Bartender’ Union, both of At- 
lantic City. 

On the 1948 policies, Liever 
received $13,868 under the 
profit-sharing agreement in the 
five years from 1948 to 1953, 
and the company got a like 
amount, for a total of $27,736, 
Derrickson said. 

From 1949 to 1953, Liever and 
the company split $6798 on the 

second group of policies, mak- 
ing a total of $34,534, the com- 
mittee was told. 

‘Restrospective’ Agreement. 

Derrickson said the so-called 
“retrospective” agreement be- 

‘tween Liever and American 
"Casualty worked this way: If 
claims paid out under the poli- 
cies were less than 62% per 
cent of premiums paid in, the 
difference was split between the 
company and the agent. 

“In other words, if claims 
paid to policyholders amounted 
to 521%% per cent of premiums 
paid in, for instance, the 10 per 
cent difference was divided, 
Derrickson told reporters. 
He told the committee any 
such difference between claims 
and premiums up to 62% per 

cent ordinarily is paid to policy- 
*holders either as dividends or 
refunds. 

Liever admitted receiving the 
money but testified the profit- 
„sharing agreements are no long 
er in effect. He said He can- 
celed them voluntarily last July. 

Derrickson said records sub- 
mitted by the insurance com- 
pany show that Liever’s com- 
missions and the money ‘split 
‘by the agent and the company, 
added together, totaled more 
than the amount paid to policy- 
holders on claims for injury or 
sickness. 

Committée members also 
questioned the 174% per cent 
commission Liever said he re- 
ceived on the Atlantic City 
policies. 

Chairman McConnell said he 
“wonders why a group would 
want to deal with a company 
which paid a higher commission 
to its agent, since this would 
increase the cost of the insur- 
ance?” 

Commissions to 20 Pet. 

Liever, who is an insurance 
broker as well as an agent, re- 
plied that commissions ranging 

from 17% to 20 per cent were 
not uncommon in 1948, when 
there was less experience with 
losses under group insurance. 

He told the committee a sealed 
bid for the policies was sdbmit- 

ted by American Casualty to 
trustees representing both em- 
ployers. and officers of the two 
unions.

Jet Planes to Replace 
Fleet of B-36s to 
Counter Rapid Build- 
Up Reported in Russia. 


By ELTON C. FAY 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29 (AP) 
America's new H-bomb strik- 
ing force will consist of 11 wings 
of high speed, long-range B-52 
jet bombers—four more wings 
than previously announced. 

This force, Pentagon officials 
gaid today, will gradually replace 
during the next two or three 
years the present fleet of heavy 
strategic bombers—the B-36 
powered with a combination 
piston-jet plant. 

The cost of the program, based 
on estimates of the average cost 
B-52s when in full production, 
the cost of development of the 


first two prototype planes, of 
tanker planes for refueling and 
of putting into operation a sec- 
ond source of production may be 
about $4,300,000,000. 

Until this new 1 5 — 

de by Pentagon officials Who 
— sot be identified, the Air 
Force had admitted officially 
only that the program called for 
seven wings of B-52s. A heavy 
bomber wing includes some 30 
planes plus supporting elements. 

While authorities avoided dis- 
eussing any exact timetable for 
production of B-52s, the first of 
which are scheduled for delivery 
to operating units next fall, they 
emphasized the urgency of the 
program. 

Quick Conversion Soughf. 

One official said the Air Force 
is trying to convert from B-36s 
to B-52s “as quickly as possible,” 
and that “we are bucking time.” 
The reference obviously was to 
the reported rapid build-up of 
Russia’s fleet of strategic bomb- 
ers and jet fighters which could 
operate effectively against slower 
piston-engined bombers flying 
3 | at altitudes lower than the 
all-jet bombers. 

The B-52 will be built at two 
plants of Boeing Airplane Co., 
Seattle and Wichita. Cost of 
putting a second source of su- 
ply into operation, such as the 
Wichita plant, is estimated by 
the Pentagon at a half billion 
dollars. This cost is figured into 
the estimate of the over-all 
$4,300,000,000 cost of producing 
enough of the B-52s to outfit 
1l wings. 

The B-52 is powered with 
eight J-57 engines, each pro- 
ducing about 10,000 pound 
thrust. Maximum weight of the 
plane, fully loaded with fuel 
and bomb, is about 300,000 
pounds, somewhat less than the 
B-36. 

Present Range of B-52. 

Secretary of the Air Force 
Harold Talbott has said the pres- 
ent range of the B-52 is about 
6000 miles, with hope for extend- 
ing that to 10,000. This would 
make its combat radius (the dis- 
tance to which it can fly and 
return to base, with additional 
mileage for time over the target 
and variations from direct course) 
about 2500 miles. 

However, the B-52 is equipped 
for in-flight refueling from a 
tanker plane. One official com- 
mented that “the B-52 doesn't 
reach full value until backed up 
by a tanker’—another way of 
saying that the present range of 
6000 miles is only basic and that 
it can be extended vastly by re- 

lenishing the fuel supply of the

Boss DeSapio 


Turns to Minority Groups in 


Drive to Clean Up Party Machine 


New York City Democratic Leader Aims at 
Fair Share of Government for Them — 
He Fought Way to Top, Works at Job

AMMANY HALL, the old and often malodorous New York 
Democratic political machine, is having its face lifted in the 
interests of respectability. The man directing the job is 
Carmine G. DeSapio, boss of Tammany and since the election of 
his candidate, Averell Harriman, as Governor of New York this 
month, a newly powerful figure in national Democratic politics. 

DeSapio is determined to bring about changes in Tammany, 
in part to increase the organization’s waning strength, but also, 
in his words, to meet “the modern challenge of giving fair repre-

sentation in government to minority groups.” 


An example of the face-lifting 
in progress was the appointment 
of Prof. Ludwig Teller, author 
of a five-volume treatise on la- 
bor law, as a Tammany district 
leader. This unusual choice Was 
page one news in the New York 
Times, 

There are many examples of 
Tammany’s recent efforts in be- 
half of minority groups. Shortly 
after some Puerto Rican fanat- 
ics shot up, the House of Repre- 
sentatives in Washington last 
spring De Sapio installed a 
Puerto Rican, Antonio Mendez, 
as a district leader, an action 
calculated to firm up Tammany 
support among this relatively 
new and large New York racial 
group. 

In De Sapio’s tenure, which 
began in 1949, Negroes have 
been supported for many high 
offices. A Negro became a 
judge, another a state Senator, 
another a borough president 
(Manhattan) as a result of this 
policy. The nation’s. first Chi- 
nese assistant United States at- 
torney was appointed. Young 
people are being pushed ahead, 
both in the organization and as 
candidates for office, and women 
are being encouraged to partici- 
pate in Tammany activities. 
Tammany is strongly advocating 
lowering the voting age to 18. 

Philosophy of Government. 

De Sapio says his philosophy 
of government “may be simply 
stated as that which holds that 
government must be a full and 
complete source of service to the 
people.” He has a list of stated 
goals, which include str@®gthen- 
ing workmen's compensation 
laws, lower rents, more equi- 
table representation in the state 

legislature, consumer protective 
measures, consolidation of the 
eourts, slum clearance and low- 
income housing, mandatory per- 
manent registration to encour 
age voting, an “intelligent pro- 
gram” for youth and reorganiza- 
tion of the state parole and pro- 
bation systems. 

His labors in behalf of these 
and a multitude of other pro- 
grams and projects occupy De 
Sapio a reputed 18 hours a day. 
He has four offices, which he 
visits at various times in the 
week. One is at the Tamawa 
club, the headquarters of the 
first election district west. This 
is De Sapio’s home district and 
as club leader he is district 
leader. This job entitles him to 
a seat on the executive commit- 
tee of the New York county 
Democratic committee which is 
nicknamed Tammany Hall. 

The executive committee 
named De Sapio Tammany lead- 
er, and this position entitles 
him to another office in a 
disheveled fifth-floor suite in a 
Madison avenue office building. 
The suite is Tammany Hall, a 
comedown from the substantial 
building on Seventeenth street 
the organization once owned. It 
is in this suite that big and little 
citizens of New York tramp 
across a shabby oriental carpet 
to wait their turn to put their 
troubles before the boss. 

Third Office in Hotel. 

De Sapio’s third office is in 
the Biltmore Hotel across the 
street from Tammany Hall. This 
he occupies as New York state 
representative on the Democratic 
National Committee, a post to 
which he succeeded when vet- 
eran Bronx leader Ed Flynn 
died last year. This office is 
small, efficient and busy. 

De Sapio apparently has no 
privacy. His day starts at 8 a.m. 
with visitors swarming into his 
modest a ent home. He be- 
gins conferences while shaving 
and settles any number of mat- 
ters by the time he has removed 
his heavy black beard. He sel- 


dom says “no”; if he cannot say 
“yes” he usually asks for more 
facts or says he will try to 
work out something. He is on 
the go until 2 a.m. as a rule. 

The fourth office is at the 
board of elections, of which De 
Sapio is Democratic member. 
This is an appointive position 
and pays $12,000 a year, 

De Sapio, whose father was a 
non-political real estate dealer, 
has had to fight his way to the 
top, a feat he accomplished by 
keeping everlastingly at it most 
of his adult life. When he was 
elected district leader in 1940 
the Tammany clifieftains re- 
garded him as an upstart and 
refused to “recognize” him. He 
was forced to go to court to win 
his seat, which he did in 1943. 
Patiently building his faction 
in Tammany, De Sapio was pro- 
posed for leader in 1947 but 
withdrew in favor of an Irish 
candidate. Tammany came under 
violent attack in the next two 
years and when De Sapio took 
over in 1949 the organization 
was demoralized. Part of the 
furore was over the candidacy 
of Supreme Court Justice Louis 
A. Valente for isurrogate, or 
probate judge. De Sapio had 
been Valente’s secretary. A for- 
mer New York Bar Association 
leader claimed Valente had con- 
ferred with Frank Costello, the 
gambler, Mayor William O’Dwy- 
er thereupon attacked Valente. 


Same Old Issue. 


The real issue was not what 
it seemed to be. It was the 
same issue that kept De Sapio 
from his district leadership for 
three years—the dominance of 
the Irish Americans in Tam- 
many Hall was being threatened. 
De Sapio was an interloper and 
so was his candidate for suro- 
gate, Valente. New York surro- 
gates, who control considerable 
patronage, always had been 
Irish. 

The storm subsided and De 
Sapio set out to put humpty- 
dumpty together again. His first 
project was to form a coalition 
to oust left-wing Representative 
Vito Marcantonio. This was suc- 
cessful and Marcantonio was re- 
placed with Representative 
James G. Donovan, a Democrat- 
Republican-Liberal.

As a result of French 
pressure, Bao Dai appointed him 
Prime Minister. 

Without Power. 

He was, however, without. 
power. His cabinet was selected’ 
for him. He had no control of 
the security police or the civil 
police, both of which were un- 
der the authority of the gang- 
ster head of the Binh Xuyen, 
a 10,000-man private army which 
handled gambling and graft for 
the ex-Emperor. The Binh 
Xuyen is headed by Gen. Le 
Van Vien, a Capone-type of 
gangster and a crony of Bao Dai.

Why So Fast? 

There are many dubious ways in 
Which Dixon-Yates and the Illinois 
toll road plan bear similarity:

to build a steam electrie generating plant, this 


block of power is already behind schedule. TVA 
anticipates a still further increase in its cus- 


tomers’ demands in 1958, for which provisions 


will have to be started next year if the supply 
is to be on hand in time to meet the demand. 

How is that second new block of power —in 
addition to the bleck which Dixon-Yates may 
or may not provide—to be made available? Vast 
aluminum, electrometallurgicsl, chemical, paper 
and other industrial plants, as well as thousands 
of stores, offices, mines, farms and residences 
which are customers for TVA electricity, are 
coneerned with the answer, 

Will it be by building a new TVA steam plant? 

Will it be by installing new units at an already- 
existing TVA steam plant? 

Or will it be by another Dixon-Yates-type pro- 
cedure, whittling away more of TVA's inde 
pendence?

The outlook for TVA is “bleak,” writes CHarles 
Bartlett, Washington correspondent, in The Chat- 
anooga Times. “There is,” he says, little in the 
legislative record of the past four years or in 
the make-up of the next Congress to encourage 
the hope for a substantial grant of funds for new 
TVA generating capacity.” This is particularly 
so, he believes, in view of the fact that “the Pres- 
ident has indicated that none will be recommend- 
ed in the Administration budget.” 

The factor principally responsible for the de- 
cline in Democratic support of the TVA, as Mr. 
Bartlett analyzes the situation, is unemployment 
in New England and the Midwest. “While that 
condition persists,” he says, “there is little hope 
that antipathy toward the TVA in those regions 
will abate.” If Mr. Bartlett’s assessment is cor- 
rect, it is a grim paradox, that a great project 
which helped bring one region out of a depres 
sion should be hamstrung because of the appear- 
ance of depressed conditions in other regions 
which could use some of the same medicine. 

There is still another alternative which would 
enable the TVA power system to grow with the 
region it is legally and morally responsible for 
serving. And that is, for Congress to authorize 
TVA to issue bonds and finance its own gen- 
erating plants. 

* * * 

Senator John Sherman Cooper of Kentucky, 
a progressive Republican defeated for re-elec- 
tion, says he plans to draft and introduce legis- 
lation to this effect before he leaves the Sen- 
ate. Since Mr. Cooper will not be a member of 
the Senate when the Ejighty-fourth Congress 
convenes in January—his seat will be taken by 
former Vice President Alben W. Barkley—his 
proposal will be only a gesture. But he proposes, 
he says, to make it as a sort of “legacy.” 

What sound argument is there against the 
course to which Mr. Cooper points? Not the 
argument, much used by Dixon-Yates proponents, 
that Congress should not lay out any more 
money on TVA power plants — for Congress 
would not be laying out a dime. Nor could an- 
other Dixon-Yates standby—that private arrange- 
ments must be made to help keep the federal 
debt under the legal ceiling—be used, for there 
would he no increase in the federal debt. 

If other means do not avail, members in both 
Houses, should promptly take over where Sen- 
ator Cooper must leave off, and push a bond 
authorization to avert a politically-made power 
shortage in the Tennessee Valley, with all the 
disruption to productivity and employment which 
it could entail.

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New Look at the Finnegan Case 
The Justice Department's new investigation of 
the Finnegan tax scandal recalls dramatic events 


of 1951 and 1952 and a general reluctance te 


investigate at that time. 

Assistant Attorney General Warren Olney has 
sent agents to Omaha to question Frank W. Lohn, 
one of the first investigators of the Finnegan 
case. Mr. Lohn is reported to have resigned. 

Certainly the whole record of procrastination 
if not attempted suppression in the Truman Ad- 
ministration’s handling of the case ought to be 
brought to light. Only the courage and diligence 
of Chief United States District Judge George H. 
Moore brought about the successful prosecution 
of James P. Finnegan, then Collector of Internal 
Revenue here. 

First Theron Lamar Caudle and Ellis Slack, 
two Assistant Attorneys General of that period, 
took a brief look at the Finnegan affair and in- 
sisted a grand jury inquiry was not necessary. 
Then Attorney General J. Howard McGrath him- 


self was so reluctant to order an inquiry hat 


Judge Moore gave him an ultimatum. Mr. Me- 
Grath finally capitulated, but not before he had 
been obliged to apologize publicly to Judge 
Moore for calling “damnable lies” the Judge's 
report of earlier demands for action. 

In view of that amazing history, the Finnegan 
conviction could hardly be described as a satis- 
factory ending to the matter. The Justice De- 
partment is well advised to take another look 
at it in 1954. |

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Austria in a Red Trap 

The St. Louis visit of Austrian Chancellor 
Julius Raab ia another reminder that his coun- 
try, never considered an enemy but a vic- 
tim to be liberated from Nazi oppression, is 
still without full sovereignty and under the 
burden of four-power occupation. 

France, Great Britain and the United States 
eased their controls several years ago; Russia 
has more recently followed their example at 
least to some extent. But the fact remains that 
foreign armies are quartered on Austria, and 
that many Austrian activities depend on for- 
eign approval. 

Austria and especially the big capital city of 
Vienna are now enjoying a postwar boom. It is 
not like the German boom since the slicing of 
the country after World War I left no founda- 
tion for such a resurgénce. This adds weight to 
Chancellor Raab's plea—tike all those made by 
his predecessor, the fiery little Leopold Figi— 
for an end of the incongruous occupation. 
Austria cannot afford it. And what genuine basis 
can there be for holding a country which the 
Allied armies were supposed to liberate? Leave 
the four high commissioners if you must, argues 
Dr. Raab, but take the soldiers off our back. 

The road-block, of course, ig made in Russia. 
Occupation provides a direct connection for the 
Red army with the Balkan satellites. It gives 
the Russians first chance at Austrian oll. And 
it has long been an extra card in the hand 
of Russian diplomacy. 

So long as the Russians refuse to get out, 
the Allies have little choice. Nothing could indi- 
cate good intentions in the Kremlin so much as 
prompt agreement on an Austrian treaty. But 
so far the Russians have offered only to con- 
sider Austria in connection with Germany and 
a broader European settlement. They have been 
trying to get away with a diplomatic hold-up. 

Since the nation’s sentiments are solidly pro- 
Western and anti-Russian, Austria understands 
the trap in which she is caught. But her leaders 
continue to hope that Western pressure may 
spring it. 


Our Debt to a Scientist 

Dr. Enrico Fermi, who died Sunday at his 
home in Chicago, achieved a distinguished gel- 
entific career in his none-too-long 53 years. 

A fortnight ago, when he was already too ill 
to respond, he was chosen for the Atomic Energy 
Commilssion’s first special award of $25,000. 

The Italian-born physicist and Nobel Prize 
winner is generally agreed to have been one 
of the foremost contributors to the nuclear gel- 
ence which made the A-bomb possible, Dr. 
Fermi first suggested the possibility of an atomic 
bomb to United States officials in 1939, and it 
was under his direction that the first controlled 
chain reaction was accomplished at Stagg Field 
in Chicago three years later. 

One interesting fact about Dr. Fermi is that 
he was one of those atomic scientists who in 
1949 opposed the start of a “crash” program to 
build the hydrogen bomb. Nobody has ever sug- 
gested that because he took this position he was 
a Soviet agent or an unreliable physicist. Yet

Carpenter’s own consistently 
adventurous spirit is everywhere 
evident in the large gallery, 
given over to 33 paintings from 
nearly all phases of his career. 
Most have never been shown 
before, because they are pre- 
dominantly recent and also be- 
cause Carpenter exhibited spar- 
ingly when teaching. 

Successful communication of 
his taste, technique and en- 
thusiasm is demonstrated in the 
smaller Grace’ Gooding room, 
containing distinguished work 
of men he helped train. In- 
cluded, for instance, are City 
Art Museum loans of a rich-tex- 
tured prize - winning oil by 
Arthur Krause of Fullerton, 
Calif., and a bronze head 
of consummate craftsmanship 
by Walker Hancock, now study- 
ing in Rome.

Henry C. Parker, chief of the 
prosthetics staff at Charlotte

Addressing delegates to the 
Mid-Continent Dental Congress, 
which opened yesterday at Hotel 
Jefferson, Dr. Parker said “head- 
aches in many instances have a 
dental significance.” 

He cited the case of an aged 
man who complained of severe 
headaches after losing all his 
teeth.

mouth muscles on the side of 
his face were tightened. As long 
as the man kept his mouth 
closed there was a strain, giv- 
ing him headaches, Dr. Parker 
related.

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CHURCH GROUP SEEKS

Influence May Not Match 
Numerical Power, National 
Council Hears. 


BOSTON,- Nov. 29 (AP)— 
American churches were pic- 
tures today as standing at a 
peak of “tremendous strength” 
but at the same time groping 
uncertainly for ways to make 
that power felt in a topsy-turvy 
age. : 

Enormous, swift changes in 
social patterns and “dangerous 
moral conditions” challenge the 
effectiveness of the churches, 
said a key report to the bien- 
nial assembly of the National 
Council of Churches. 

Despite Christianity's gains 
*in institutional strength,“ the 
report said, there is a disturbing 
question whether churches are 
“more or less influential in 
American life“ than they used 
to be. 

The report was for presenta- 
tion to 2500 representatives of 
30 Protestant and Orthodox de- 
nominations assembled in Bos- 
ton to seek new methods for re- 
inforcing their fraternity of 
faith. 

Measured by statistics, the re- 
port said the churches have 
climbed to a new high level in 
the nation. But it added such 
criteria do not prove “spiritual 
strength.” 

Cost of Being Counted. 

“When we consider how little 
it costs to be counted among the 
church members in our coun- 
try, we are troubled,” the re- 
port said. 

“The average church member 
is not -conspicuously different 
from the average non-member. 
The average church is so much 
conformed to the world that peo- 
ple are surprised if it sharply 
challenges the prevailing be- 
havior of the community.”

Britons Forget Politics to Hail 
Churchill Who Is 80 Tomorrow 


Two 90-Pound Birthday Cakes Baked, One 
to Be Cut in Parliament, Other | 
at 10 Downing Street. 


LONDON, Nov. 29 (AP) — 
Britons set aside political dif- 
ferences today, and got into a 
sentimental to salute 
Winston Churchill on his eighti- 
eth birthday tomorrow. 

He spent a quiet weekend 
with his family at Chequers, the 
Prime Minister’s official coun- 
try residence, to rest for the 
festivities that will be coupled 
with the formal opening of a 
new session of Parliament. 

The pro-labor Daily Mirror, 
which for months has been call- 
ing Churchill too old to serve 
as Prime Minister and demand- 
ing he_retire, said in a birth- 
day tribute “beyond all doubt 
he is the greatest Englishman 
of this century.” + 


Sponsors of the Churchill 
birthday presentation fund dis- 
closed they have received one 
anonymous donation of 11 Rus- 
sian rubles. Another donor sent 
a check for 29,220 farthings— 
one for each day of Churchill's 
life, and not forgetting the leap 
years. A farthing is a quarter 
of a British penny, and 29,220 
of them are worth $85.22. 

Tomorrow Churchill will be 
presented with an initial pay- 
ment on the fund running into 
at least £100,000 ($280,000). It 


is expected he will use the fund, 
which may finally total 10 times 
that much, for student scholar- 
ships and other philanthropic 
projects. 

Two 90-pound birthday cakes 


have been baked—one to be cut 
at a party in the houses of Par- 
liament, the other at a family 
party at 10 Downing street. 

The occasio9y moved even 
Aneurin Bevan, deft-wing, Labor- 
ite, to a grudging tribute. 

“I have admired him all my 
life—a most extraordinary crea- 
ture,” Bevan told the Oxford 
University Labor Club. But he 
added that Churchill “is eight- 
eenth century. He is a man of 
very great virttes, but he is 
dated.“ 


Eisenhower Sends Felicitations 
to Churchill, 
AUGUSTA, Ga., Nov. 29 (UP) 
-—President Eisenhower felici- 
tated Sir Winston Churchill to- 

day in a birthday message. 

Mr. Eisenhower said he knew 
he spoke for all Americans in 
sending Churchill “warmest con- 
gratulations on reaching a new 
landmark in a life that is in 
itself a series of great land- 
marks.” 

The President salutéd Church- 
ill as “world statesman, as un- 
conquerable warrior in the cause 
of freedom, as our proven friend 
of many valiant years.” 

“We have seen the great 
Anglo American partnership 
grow and flourish, with you as 
one of the staunch advocates,” 
Mr. Eisenhower said. “In the 
dark times of war, and the 
anxious ones of uncertain peace, 
this partnership has sustained 
us all and given us strength.”

President Eisenhower sent his 
greetings, expressing hope the 
council’s work will strengthen 
“the dedication and the faith of 
ever increasing numbers of our 
citizens.” He said Through such 
endeavors, through such devo- 
tion, America and her freedom 
will remain strong and secure.” 
This morning’s report recited 
detailed statistics of booming 
church growth—record figures 
in membership, contributions, 
Sunday school attendance, con- 
struction and broad new pro- 
grams of chureh activity. 

But it added: Juvenile de- 
linquency, racketeering and vio- 
lence, alcoholism, narcotic ad- 
diction and corruption in public 
affairs are either increasing or 
at least seem so widespread that 
our society often gives the im- 
pression of being completely un- 


disciplined.” 

The report said huge shifts in 
population, high divorce rates, 
increased industrial employment 
of women, disrupted family life 
and the sway of “materialistic 
secularism” in education also 
posed critical issues for the 
church. 

As an example of changed 
conditions, the report recalled 
that the street corner tavern 
used to be a major church com- 
petitior, but figures show now 
television lures away more 
churchgoers.

Neither Bishop Sheil, a long- 
time head of Chicago's Catho- 
lie Youth Organization, nor 
Archbishop Spellman, now a 
cardinal, was available for com- 
ment. Nor was. Cardinal Stritch 
of Chicago, the man who actu- 
ally got the appointment. 

The salty-tongued Ickes died 
in 1952 and his diary, kept dur- 
ing his 12 years as Roosevelt’s 
Secretary of Interior, is being 
published in installments.

One cup grated 
cheese. Salt. Cayenne, One cup 
buttered bread crumbs. 

Cook vegetables accor to 
directions on package. Melt 
ter or margarine and stir in 
flour. Stir in milk gradually, 
while cooking over low heat. 
When sauce thickens, add cheese 
and stir until dissolved. Drain 
etables and add to sauce. 

Add salt and cayenne to taste. 
Pour into greased, shallow one 
and one-half quart casserole. 
Sprinkle with buttered bread 
crumbs and bake in moderately 
hot oven (400 degrees) about 10 
minutes until crumbs are 2 
browned. Yield: Five six 
servings. 

Variations: 1—Combine diced, 
cooked carrots with one-half as 
much diced celery instead of the 
mixed vegetables.

How Exiles Fight Russian Tyranny 


Underground Chief, Who Escaped From Nazis, Tells of Campaign, Red Efforts to Liquidete Him 


Okolovich, underground oper- 
ations chief of N.T.S., the band 
of Russian exiles seeking te 
overthrow the

NEW YORK, Nov. 29 (INS). 

HE men of N.T.S. saw in 

the flames of World War II 

a hope that destruction of 
the Communist regime in Rus- 
sia could be brought about 
through a third force, using the 
great conflict as a screen. 

We had reason for such hope. 
Since my original penetration of 
the Soviet Union in 1938, scores 
of N.T.S. secret agents had 
been . smuggled into Russia. 
When Stalin seized the Baltic 
states and eastern Poland, other 
N.T.S. agents infiltrated the 
Soviet Union from these coun- 
tries. 

Our men were also planted in 
the German Wehrmacht as in- 
terpreters. They went into Soviet 
territory with Hitler's advanc- 
ing troops and got themselves 
„Jost.“ Others proceeded to Ger- 
man occupied areas, entirely on 
their own, with faked papers and 
completely vulnerable to both 
the Gestapo and the Soviet 
agents there. 

Even though N.T.S. agents 
had been arrested by the Ges- 
tapo and put to death, we shift- 
ed our headquarters from Bel- 
grade to Berlin. It was our plan 
to use the crushing strength of 
the German army for our own 
purposes in our struggle toward 
the goal of Russian revolution. 
Our hopes centered chiefly on 
Lt. Gen. Andrei Vlassov, heroic 
defender of Kiev and Moscow 
early in the war, but taken pris- 
oner by the Nazis in 1941. 

Vlassov, bitterly anti-Commu- 
nist, formed an army of Rus- 
sion prisoners of war to fight 
with Hitler’s forces against the 
Soviets. But as the fortunes of 
war changed, he became as hos- 
tile to the Nazis as he was to 
the Communists. He surren- 
dered to the United States Third 
Army, which quickly turned 
him over to a Soviet patrol near 
Pilsen. He was taken to Mos- 
cow and hanged. 


The Gestapo had deduced soon 
after the Western Allies under 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower in- 
vaded the Continent in 1944 that 
Vlassov shared the ideas of N. T. S. 
whose third force plan, which 
included hatred of Hitler’s ra- 
cist policies, was as inimical to 
the Nazis as to the Soviets. In 
the Gestapo’s crackdown on 
N.T.S. agents, I was seized and 
thrown into Berlin’s Alexander- 
Platz prison. The world has often 
heard stories of the unhappy lot 
of those who became political 
prisoners of the Nazis. I will 
say only that I am fortunate to 
have survived. 


Shortly before Berlin fell to 
the Soviet armies, I was taken 
from Alexander-Platz and sent 
by train, under guard, to Pilsen. 
The train was strafed and 
bombed by the United States 
Air Force. Two of my com-. 
panions were killed and I was 
wounded in the leg. The train, 
of course; was demolished. 

R * * 

HOUGH weakened by my 

wound, I made my way on 

foot to meet the advancing 
Western forces. United States 
Army authorities ordered me 
“repatriated” to the Soviet Un- 
ion. Such repatriation, of course, 
would have meant torture and 
death, for the files of the Red 
secret police already contained 
a thick dossier marked “Georgi 
Okolovich, enemy of the So- 
viet Union.” 

So it became necessary for me 
to escape from the custody of 
the American Army. This was 
not a difficult task. I attached 
myself to a French unit, whose 
commander was more sympa- 
thetic to my argument that I 
disliked the prospect of a dun- 
geon and death in Moscow. 


Amid the human and the 
physical debris of war, it be- 
came my task to co-ordinate 
once more the activities of 
N.T.S. We managed to smuggle 
fake identity cards to hundreds 
of Soviet prisoners, saving them 
Communist 


propaganda machinery. We bold- 
ly kidnapped recruits from

rages of propaganda bullets 
which penetrate as far as Odes- 
sa. We know that millions of 
Russian ple are familiar 
with our broadcasts, whieh be- 
gin with the announcement: 
“You are listening to the un- 
derground radio of Free Russia. 
This is N.T.S.—The National Al- 
liance of Russian Solidarists— 
calling. Death to the tyrants! 
Freedom to the workers!” 


I cannot, for obvious reasons, 
disclose the extent of our suc- 
cess in creation of a climate of 
revolution on Soviet Russia; I 
cannot divulge the degree to 
which N.T.S. agents have infil- 
trated the ruling echelons of the 
Bolsheviks. But the proof of our 
success is evident in the de- 
termination of the Soviet secret 
police to effect my “liquidation.” 

R * * 

HE first direct blow was 
1 struck in an attempt to kid - 

nap my wife. This was in 
1950 in the peaceful little vil- 
lage of Runkel, in the American 
zone of West Germany, where 
N. T. 8. European headquarters 
was set up after the war. 


My wife went to town on a 
shopping tour. A powerful, black 
car roared up beside her and 
came to a jerky stop. There 
were two men in it. 


“Mrs. Okolovich?” the driver 
asked. My wife nodded, “You 
must come with us,” the driver 
told her. “Your husband has 
had an accident. He is ealling 
for you. We will take you to 
him at once.” 

My wife’s quick wit was her 
salvation. 

“Oh, wo,” she said, “you are 
wrong. My husband left Ger- 
many several months ago.” 

She darted into the nearest 
shop, barely eluding the grasp 
of the kidnapers. 


The next time—a year later— 
the plot was more elaborate and 
I was the target. One agent 
was sent from the Soviet zone 
of East Germany with orders to 
seize and rush me into the 
hands of the Communists. The 
Soviet agent recruited two Ger- 
man men by telling them he 
knew a man who wanted to 
cross into the Soviet zone, but 
didn’t know how to go about it. 
In return, the agent promised 
the two Germans that he could 
reunite them with their families 
in the Soviet zone. These two 
men, later joined by the wife of 
one of them, entered into the 
plot—not really knowing what 
it was. 


The group followed me for 
weeks. They missed a golden 
opportunity when, unaware of 
their mission, I fell into con- 
versation with them when I 
went to buy cigarettes in an inn 
in Runkel, where they were 
staying while awaiting the op- 
portune moment for my abduc- 
tion. 

I mentioned that I was 
journeying to Munich by train 
and they quickly sought to per- 
suade me to accompany them 
by car, since they said, they were 
going to Munich also. But I 
have learned to be chary of even 
the most polite offers, and I

made to look like cigarette 
cases, which could be fired with 
deadly accuracy at a range of 
30 yards. The guns were 
equipped to fire poison bullets, 
dum-dum bullets, or bullets 
“nicked” so as to cause. gaping 
wounds and instant death. 
Khokhlov also was given two 
noiseless pistols. 


Instead of carring out his as- 
signment, Khokhlov, rebelling at 
murder, came to me and exposed 
the plot, and begged me for 
help. He is now, like me, an 
active enemy of. the Soviet 
tyranny. It developed that, un- 
known to his Soviet employers, 
he had been aware of, and drawn 
to, N. T. S. since 1952. 


It is on Russians like him that 
the hope of revolution against 
Communist murder and slavery 
rest. But there are other agents 
of the Soviet secret police who 
would not rebel at such an as- 
signment. So it is understand- 
able if I sometimes wonder 
about the “next time.” 


Those who serve ih the under- 
ground of N.T.S. must be brave 
men and women, willing to risk 
death to bring about the down- 
fall of the Communist tyrants. 
But they must also be clever, 
discreet and highly - trained. 
There is no room for bunglers. 
The stakes are too high, the 
perils too great.

We believe that the West 
can give active support in these 
ways: 

1. By extending to revolution- 
ary forces recognition so unmis- 
takable that the Russian people 
will know there is a force of 
fellow-Russians around which 
they can rally. 

2. By permitting these revolu- 
tionary groups to have a voice 
—the voice of the opposition to 
Communist rule—in internation- 
al conferences. 

3. By assisting in creation of 
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a nominal, anti-Communist Rus- 
an military group, with extra- 


“ Yerritorial rights in, for example, 


West Germany. This is desirable 
so that when a Red Army regi- 
ment decides to desert, it can 
surrender not to foreigners, but 
to Russian patriots. 

4. Financial support. Not 
charity. Not secret funds from 
hidden sources, but openly, as 
in a “liberation loan,” or 
through bonds, so the Russian 
people will be fully aware of 
the growing strength of the 
revolutionary movement.

NCE the revolution has tri- 
0 umphed, N. T. S. believes that 

the Russian people, by na- 
tional assembly, should deter- 
mine the form of government 
they want, whether republic or 
constitutional monarchy. 

N.T.S. wants abandonment of 
Communist collectivization and 
the return of land and industries 
to private ownership. It seeks 
the fullest practicable self-gov- 
ernment for cities and rural 


areas. 

As far as the relationship with 
non-Russian groups is con- 
cerned, N.T.S. advocates a federal 
set-up. Finland, Poland and the 
Baltic states are not included in 
this future federation of Russia.

It was ex- 
tremely doubtful that he should 
have bid spades in the first 
place, rather than clubs, but cer- 
tainly, when North went to four 
spades over West's three no- 
trump, South should have been 
delighted to stand pat. 


West opened his top diamond, 
and at Trick 2 South launched 
a plan that was to be very ex- 
pensive. Wanting to lead a 
trump through West, who had 
repeatedly marked himself dur- 
ing the bidding With the missing 
spade honors, So ruffed a 
heart. On his follewing trump 
lead, West split his honors, put- 
ting in the queen, and the ace 
won. South now led a trump to 
his eight; West took the trick 
and returned a heart. Declarer 
had to ruff this time, but he 
was getting dangerously short 
of trumps. With clubs still un- 
cleared, he could not afford to 
draw West's trump, but when 
he started the club suit, West 
held off with the g. and 
South soon found himself in in- 
soluble difficulties. Down one! 

The contract could have been 
made in more than one way, 
but an extremely simple method, 
based on the marked position 
of spade honors, was to lead a 
low trump from dummy at Trick 
2, letting West win that trick.

IT IS A TRAGEDY that 
William W. Remington should 
have been killed while serv- 
ing in jail for perjury. His 

sentence was a short one, but 
it always is difficult to feel 
completely sure of the justice 
of sentences such as his, 
where the Government's wit- 
nesses have been ex-Commu- 
nists. In this case it was a 
woman, Judith Coplon, who 
seems to have had a very 
convenient memory. 

Evidently, from what one 
reads, Remington was a rebel 
most of his life.

It is especially sad that 
Remington had to die the vic- 
tim of a prison beating by 
other inmates and leave his

He may well have done wrong.

But I think many 
will wish that he had been 
able to live out his sentence 
and have a chance for another 
start and perhaps for a hap- 
pier family life. 

I wish we could dispense 
with the testimony of ex- 
Communists.
